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SPECIAL EXHIBITION OF FRENCH PAINTING: A most interesting ex- 
hibition of the work of six twentie th c ntury French artists will 
open sunday, March Loth, in the bouth Loan Gallery. 

This group, which has been assembled by Mr. Harold Woodbury 
Parsons From varicus cclleetions, will later go to Colorado Springs 
where it will be shown in connecticn with the opening of their new 
Art Center there 

Mr. parsons has stresseg the fact that this is not to be con- 
sidered in the Light of 2 comprehensive exnibition, such as has 
Juss been given in New York of the works of Van Gogh, but rather 

§ an introauction to the tendencies and the development of the 
present day senool of Paris. 

The outstanding man at the beginning of the century, and stiil 
one of the great giants of painting, is Paul Cézanne. from the 


Joset Stransky Collection will come a superb landscape, "View of 


huvers through the Trees", the simple yet monumenta "Stil i Life 
with Apoles", ana most important of all, the fine figure piece 
"Siesta" on the ricn, fuii-bodied colours of his finest period. 
Paul hosenberg is sending frem Paris a hitherto little known land- 
scape "Mont Sainte Victoire", which it is hoped will reach the Gal- 
lery in time for the Sunday opening. 

Renoir, famous for his orchestrations of colours, will be re- 
presented by a series of nis superb "betheors" anc several flower 
pieces. The famous "“Uabriclle", which was one of the central noints 
of interest in our french iSth century show of last spring, will 
again be Lent by Duranc-Ruel, as this was especially requested by 


Colorado Springs. Paul Rosenberg is also sending an entrancing 


Portrait of a Young Girl" and a colourful canvas of roses ina 
crystal vase. 
Amadeo Modigliani, the twentieth century inheritor of the cx- 


auis ite line of botticc clli, has not boer scen before in Kansas City 
and will be represented by three portrsits of haunting beauty. In 
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The Masterpiece room will feature for the week of March ind 
the "Portreit of a Keerded Man" by Lucas Cranach. This excuisite 
little portrait fron the comparatively rare fiele of German paint- 
ing is one of the most important panels in the Gallery collection 
and since its recent reframing ir a more appropriate shadow box 
appears a veritable jewel in its setting of sort green velvet from 
léth century Flanders. 


During the week cf Merch 29th, the Masterpiece will be a group 
of Chinese porcelains of the Sung Dynasty (960-1280). Matehless in 
shape, glaze texture, and crartsmenship, the wares of this period 
are recognized as the best products of a nution which leads the 
world in the ceramic arts. The group of five pieces are cll of 
the same type generally kuown as "ying Chting! or "pure blue-green" 
from the colour of the limpia, glassy glaze. The group has been 
seleetcd to represent different techniques ~ cut and pressed designs, 
undecorated anu modeled figures. This latter class is represented 
by a large figure of the Buddhist deity, Kuan Yin, unique in size 
and quality. Scldom do we meet with greater freedom of modeling or 
a more convincing representation of this goddess of compassionate 
mercy. 


VEDNESDAY EVENING LECTURES: On Wednesday evening, Merch 17th, 
Mr. Laurence Sickman will continue his discussion of Japanese art 
with a lecture on painting of the great Yamato School. It was this 
school which broke from the Chinese tradition and influence and 
formed a purely native school of Japanese art, developing the long 
narrative scrolls which are perhaps Japan's greatest contribution 
to the worla of art, being unique in that country. 


Interest in German art is eee continually in this country. 

There nas just appeared from the press, for instance, A Catalogue 

of German Paintings of the Middle Ages” anc Renaissance in American 
Collections by br. Charles L. Kuhn of Harverd University. The 
Galiery is pleased ta note that our two paintings are listed, the 
Cranach portrait of a Bearded Mon and the Et. Ge OP ee and St. Wolf- 
gang by the Master of the Hausbuch. The latter is the only one by 
that master in America and is honored by a full page reproduction. 


Cranach is one of the most popular of all Germen artists, many 
of his paintings appearing in American public and private colicetions. 
As one of the "Eig Four" of german painting thet includes Durer, 
Holbein und Grunewald, ne will be discussed in a lecture on German 
Painting of the an and 16th centuries by Mr. Freeman on Wednesday 
evening, March 25th. 


Chinese ceramic art, like Chinese landsespe painting, reached 
its peak of artistic achievement during the Sung Dynasty. It was 
during this period that the famous Tzu Chow wares, such as our 
great dragon vase which is now on exhibition in Londor:, and the del- 
icate celadon glazes which so fascinated Europe during the 17th end 
18th centuries were made. Mr. Sickman'ts leeture on Wednesday eoven- 
ing, April 1, will deal with the potteries and porcelains of this 
most important period. 


FRIENDS OF ART: The society of the Friends of Art which was 
formed last year to augment the permanent collection with works of 
contemporary artists which cannot be purchased by the tlelson Trust 


Funds, is to start a drive for new memberships. 


In spite of the short time that it has been functioning, four 
important works by contemporary American artists have been secured. 
They are "The Suntreader" by Thomas Hare Benton, "View of Malnete' 
by Luigi Lucioni, “Tne Dead Pheasant" by Henry Varnun Poor, end the 
water-colour "Stallion and Jack" by John Steuart Curry. 


Activities of the Friends of Art include bi-weekly meetings at 
the Gallery when the latest exhibitions and paintings of outstanding 
artists are discussed, the works Studied by photographs ani the re- 


views noted; cooperation with the Galiery in bringing contemporary 
exhibitions to Kansas City; and the eer ne of the formation of 
ecellections in the contemporary field by members of the society. 


It is hoped thet a number of the readers of the Mews Fleshnes

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GIFTS: The Gallery is most haypy to announce the presentation, 
Ss. dames Love of Liberty, of two portraits by George Caleb 
bingham to the permanent collecticn. The portraits are of her 
fatner and mother, Judge James Turner Vance Thompson and Emily 

ner Drey Thompson, pioneers of Clay County. 


The two paintings, which were done in 1857 at Je fferson City, 
have pecen on loan at the Gallery since April, 1984, and ha figur- 
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in the two speciz2i exhibitions of the work of Bingham that have 
been held in the loan galleries. 


Mr. ana Mrs. Francis P. surnap nave presented to the Gallery 
an important Italian mirror of the Baroque 17th century. The frame, 
which is very wide and of wood covered with gold leaf, is madc up 
of curling acanthus leaves and ¿morini which are exceptionally well 
carved, It is 2 most welcome acdition to the growing collection of 
furniture and the decorstive arts. After slight repairs, it will be 
displayed in the decorative arts galiery. 


CUT OF TOWN VISITORS: Professor Yukio fushiro, Director of 
the Tokio Fine Arts School, spent 212 of Sunday, March Ist, in the 
Gallery. Professor Yeshiro is en route to Japan after a two year's 
Ebsence during which time he has acted as visiting professor of 
Chinese painting at Hurvard University. He is nov returning to his 
Guties at the Research Bureéu for the study of Far Eastern Art, 
vnich with its thousands of pnotegruohs ana material and its ex- 
cellent but small muscum, is tac recognized headquarters for the 
study of that Picld. 
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such muscums as those of Kansas City and Boston where the cuality 

is so uniformly high, cven efter seeing the London exhibition”. In 
his opinion, the Nelson Gallery sercil cf "Palace badies Making 
Music” is net only one of the most important Chinese paintings in 
America, but one of the most vesutiful paintings from any standpoint 
whicn he knows of, any time or country. He praised, toc, the im- 
portent Chi stele and the Han heuse modcl, which he believes te be 
the most important early example of its kind. 


Perhaps best known to Westerners as an authority on Botticelli, 
Professor Yashiro also found many things te admire in the Eurcpean 
field. de particularly nenti- nea sur recently acquired Manet "Por- 
troit of Line Cumpineaunu” and the Chardin "Bubble Blowers". 


Mr. Arthur Schnabel, last week's soloist with the Kansas City 
Philharmonic Orchestre, also visited the Gallery on Friday. Ho, tec, 
spent sometime exemining the "Palace Ladies" sercll which, with its 
rinythmic pattern and singing Line drawing, remindcd him of the 
Mozart concerto whieh he wes to play that evening. 


Mr. Chauncey J. Hamlin, President -F the Buffle Muscum of 
Science, anad Mrs. Hemlin were visitors at the uallery this week. Mr. 
Bomiin is particularily interes tec in meth:das of ins tellaticn and was 
imoressed with the beauty and efficiency of the porcelain and brenge 
cases. Mr. and Mrs. Hamiin arc on their way to the west eccsast to 
sail for the Orient.
